The Chamber or Commerce Wants to Com- 
plete the New PoMoffl.-e. 

Cincinnati, June 37 —The announcement 
was made some weeks ago that on account 
ot the exhaustion of the appropriation all 
work on the custom house, excupt that al- 
ready contracted for, would have to cease. 

The exhaustion of the Appropriation was 
due to the neglect of proper officers at 
Washington, who were under the impression 
that that the appropriation made was suffi- 
cient to complete the building, and who did 
not take trouble to And out whether such 
was or was not the case.

Complimentary Action of the Lewis 
County Bar Association. 

The following proceedings of the Lew 
is County Bar Association were present- 
ed to the court and ordered to be record- 
ed : 

At the recent June term of our Circuit 
Court there were disposed of forty-five 
ordinary and forty-one equity cases— 
eighty-six In all. There was but one 
civil case in which there was a jury 
sworn. There was not a civil case argued 
nor a Bingle appeal prayed.

Russia, Asia, India. 

LONDON, June IT, —The Russian govern- 
ment has issued an onler forbidding thu 
newspapers to make any reference whatever 
to the action of Russia in the Afgliau affair. 

A distich received here stales thut on 
American who ro.-eutlv pas**! through Ba- 
toum, a towu in Asiatic Russia on the Black 
Sea coast, states that there are many gun 
factories in full operation there, and that 
they are being worked secretly and uudur 
such disguising names as hospitals, asylums, 

Rumors are in circulation at Bombay that 
the arrest by the Russians of the clerk of 
the British consul at Rashel, Persia, while 
the bearer of a note from the cousul to the 
Russian commander at Sarakhs, was a de- 
liberately designed anil carefully planned 
affair on the part of the Russians. The ar- 
rest excites a good deal of indignation in 
certain quarters. 

M. Nelidoff, the Russian ambassador at 
Constantinople, has demanded of the porte 
the dismissal of Hakki, the governor of 
Salonica. The reason given by the Russian 
ambassador for this demand is that the gov- 
ernor of Salonica had ordered that a search 
be mode of the house of a former dragoman 
of the Russiau consul, aud that at the time 
Of this domiciliary visit the dragoman, al- 
though an Ottoman subject, still enjoyed 
Russian protection. The porte has com- 
manded a thorough investigation of the 
whole affair. 

The fortifications around Herat, designed 
primarily to protect that city against assault 
by the Russians, are being rapidly pushed 
to completion. 'Che Afghan Boundary com- 
mission will ino* h in a short time nearer the 
line of delimitation. Ten lacs of rupees are 
to be sent immediately to the ameer of Af- 
ghanistan. This sum is intended to aid the 
o place the country in a better state

Lima, June 27.— The steamship Puno has 
arrived with til ty -three survivors from the 
wreck of the Italia. There aie soveuty per- 
sons missing, and us far as .known only eight 
passengers wore saved, while only one of the 
crew was lost. The greatest confusion en- 
sued immediately after the vessel struck. 
The shock strained the vessel so that doors of 
the cabin* could not be opened, thus impris- 
oning the passengers. The captain, it is al- 
leged, was not on deck at the time of acci 
dent. The disaster was due to wrong orders 
given by the third officer, who has since 
committed suicide, (treat credit is liestowed 
upon the heroic efforts of the purser to save 
passengers. The purser's boat was swamped 
when the steamer sunk. The passengers who 
escaped to land underwen t fearful sufferings 
before they reached an estate, when su 
was promptly afforded.
